EDUCATION OF CHILDREN. 


Sermon of the Rev. Dr. Mutchmore 


Before the Presbyterian 
General Assembly. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 16.—At ll o’clock 
this morning the one hundred and seventh 
general assembly ofthe Presbyterian 
Church opened in the Third Church in this 
city. There were nearly 600 delegates pres- 
ent when the opening hour arirved, and it 
was a noticeable fact that this assembly is 
composed almost entirely of young and un- 
known men. 

The preliminary services were begun by 
prayer by Dr. Robert N.. Adams of Minne- 
apolis, who is spoken of by the Western 
members for moderator. This was followed 
by Scripture reading by Dr. Wm. N. Page 
of Leavenworth, Kan. After music Dr. Geo. 


Norcross of Carlisle, Pa., read a passage 
from the Scriptures, followed by prayer by 
Dr. W..H. Roberts, the stated clerk. The 
retiring moderator, Dr. Samuel Mutehmore, 
then delivered his sérmon. 

It was on the labor, sentinel and signal 
services of the Presbyterian Church. : His 
text was Mark, xiii:3. 

‘The text,” he said, “introduces: us to- 
day into the house of the Son of Man, who 
has taken a journey by his ascension into 
heaven; yet that he might be present with 
us, he has left an organized form of relig- 
ious life, which he called his body—the 
church, the foundations of which he him- 
self laid. He has so designed it in various 
departments that every servant may have 
his own work. Some portions of the super- 
structure have been thrown down, and in 
some places it appears like a castle.in ruins. 
The work of rebuilding and restoring is 
constantly going on by his servants, while 
faith discerns here and there that the walls 
of salvation are even now receiving their 
coping. 

“The temporary. transfer of authority to 
the church by owr Lord, carried with it 
definite instructions. G1) He left a letter, his 
word; (2), an interpreter, his spirit; (3), div- 
isions of labor, that every man should have 
his work. The proportion of the servants 
called must be equal to the growth of the 
church and the country, but the fact with 
us is, that barely enough come from other 
denominations to replace the losses sus- 
tained by waste and death. 

“The typal form of our church can only 
be continued through the cevenant line of 
heredity. A definite proportion of our min- 
istry may come from the world, or from 
those that are afar off, or from other denom- 
inations not of the Presbyterian type. Let 
these supplies come into the family of the 
first born, and let us be thankful for them; 
but there must be enough born from the 
loins of the church to make it a family in 
typal likeness and identity, so as properly 
to absorb those received by adoption. 

‘“The mission of the church is to educate 
the childhood of the nation, God gave this 
country to Presbyterianism when there 
were none to contest their fitness for the po- 
sition. But many of our colleges and paro- 
chial schools were allowed to perish. Who 
has this God-given heritage now? The 
Roman Catholics had the wisdom to grasp 
the opportunity which we threw away for 
State schools and colleges. Now, we have 
set to work among the fragments through 
the Board of Aid for Academies and Col- 
leges, and to bring what opportunities we 
have left into use and observation. The 
church in history was ‘“‘the church that is 
in thine house.”* 

“Tn the first century on into the second it 
was more in the house than anywhere else. 
But the growth of communities, States and 
empires has compelled the church to find 
shelter for her congregations, and so we, in 
our times, have initiated that great agency, 
the Board of Church Erection. 

“This country is an”estuary into which 
the sewage of the nations is pouring, fill- 
ing the land with moral malaria, from 
which the church can only save it by teach- 
ing the children. Anarchy has its antidote 
in the Sabbath School. Conspiracy can 
be strangled by saving the childhood of 
desperate foreigners. Children must be 
taught that love for Jesus Christ and for 
country are inseparabie. 

“There is no phase of work so important 
as more systematic work in great cities. 


Cities are ulcers on the body politic, and [ 


the @ers in them to church and State are 
appalling. New York City has been for 
years in the talons of a vulture, which has 
consumed as much of her vitals at night as 
grew by day. Robbed, debauched, trodden 
under foot of the behemoth of lust, ‘‘That 
which the law could not do in that it was 
‘weak’ was done under the lead of a Presby- 
terian minister. In the laudations over vic- 
tory it should not be overlooked that the 
Presbyterian Church led the host, as she 
does in all times of national peril. But 
beneficent as this work has been, it may be- 
ome a snare, for ministers should not give 
hemselves to municipal reform any fur- 
her than for the betterment of society 
hrough saving the souls of men. The 
hurch can supersede the necessity of mun- 
icipal reform by increased organized labor. 
Only in this way can we save ourselves 
from ‘this untoward generation.’ If we 
shall conserve the liberties of the nation, it 
will depend on the manner in which we use 
. our stewardship. 

“Tf the spirit of the Gospel is not injected 
into the body politic, we will rish. The 
very sinews of our power will become the 

qmeans of our destruction. The ghastly skele- 
tons of our national life will be tumbled 
in the common ditch of dead empires. 
“In Asia Minor the Mohammedans are 
seeking the word of God, but hiding it for 
‘fear of persecution. One bought the Scrip- 
tures in Spanish and learned the language 
that he might read it in safety. Another 
walked 100 miles and paid $1.50 for a copy, all 
he could spare from a year's work. India 
is not only a missionary field, but has pre- 
ministers ofemercy for other flelds. 
e foreign work is to us God’s high schoo] 
of patience, but it js worth all that ‘it costs, 
Reaehing us to master time by wearing it

“Another of the manifestations of Di- 
vine Power is God's call to women into 
every form of mission work.

The Third Church Witnessed the De- 


nomination’s Disruption. 
PITTSBURG,. Pa., May 16—The Third 
Presbyterian Church, in which the 107th 
General Assembly convened to-day, is one 
of historic interest. Here in 1836 was held 
the convention and assembly which resulted 


in the disruption af the denomination. One 
of the great questions then was assem- 
bly control of missionary societies, as the 
great question of this assembly & the as- 
sembly control of theological seminaries. 
The old and new school general assemblies 
met in Pittsburg for the last time in No- 
vember, 1869, twenty-four years ago. When 
they adjourned a union mass meeting was 
held in the Third Presbyterian Church. It 
was a Thanksgiving celebration and the 
event is commemorated in a beautiful mural 
tablet in the vestibule of the church. The 
Third Church was dedicated in November, 
1868, so that the quarter centennial of the

Suicide of Ex-Mayor C. Ben Rus- 
sell of Lexington, Mo.

LEXINGTON, Mo., May 16—Last night 
at 8:15 o’clock while sitting in a chair in 
the dining room of his residence, corner of 
Main and Seventeenth street, ex-Mayor C. 
Ben Russell, an old and well-connected 
citizen of Lexington, placed a 282-caliber 
Smith & Wesson revolver to his right tem- 
ple and sent a bullet Into his brain. His 
death must have been instantaneous. He 
had also taken @ dose of rough on rats. For 
some time Mr. Russell had been despondent, 
owing to the falling off in his business. He 
left a letter stating that he was largely in 
debt and saw no way of paying off his in- 
debtedaess and that this was a heavy bur- 
den on his mind. 

He had twenty-four letters in his coat 
pocket addressed to various friends in this 
city, which show that death by his own 
hands was premeditated and that three or 
four days had been spent in writing them. 

He left a request that his remains should 
be interred by the Masonic fraternity, of 
which he was a member. He also requested 
that six ex-Mayors of the city, whom he 
ee should act as pallbearers. 

Mr. Russell was a member of the A. O. VU. 
W. and had insurance’ in this ordef. 
He was oonsi -an able business man, 
and had done d service as a citizen and 
public officer. He was Mayor of this city 
four years and Alderman six and during his 
term of office he did more for the building 
up and improvement of the city than any 
other official of the city. He left a letter to 
the Coroner, saying that there. was ho need 
of holding an inquest, as he had given the 
cause of his th.

“IN DEATH. 


Though His Church Denied Mor- 
risey Men Did Not. 


THE DEAD MAN’S INTERMENT 


Without Religious Services Either at 
the House or at the Grave, Peter 
R. Morrisey Was Buried. 


The friends of Peter R. Morrissey in life 
were his friends in death. Although he 
died in sin and sfiame so open that the 
church of his fathers refused its holy of- 
fices in his burial, no man in his walk of 


pathizers at the last rites than he. 

His funeral took place at the family resi- 
dence, Eleventh and Clark avenue, at 2:30 
o’clock on Thursday afternoon, and for an 


hour -prier to it the house and the street 
were crowded all about with mourners and 
idiers. Capt. O’Maliey had detailed Sergt. 
Woodlock and ten policemen to keep order, 
and, although the crowd was quiet, it was 
so large that the officers had plenty to do. 

The casket containing the dead man’s 
remains was in the front room, over the 
saloon. It was of purple plush, lined inside 
with white satin. The corpse lay upon a 
bed of cut flowers—roses, carnations and 
chrysanthemums—and a floral pillow sup- 
ported the dead-man’s head. Around the 
room. were scores of floral trinkets from 
friends, marked among which was one at 
the foot of the coffin—a pillow, with this 
legend, “Our Brother.”’ It was from the 
dead man’s sister, Mary, and his brother, 
Edward. 

The law of the church was obeyed. There 
were no prayers over the coffin, no services 
of any kind. The friends gathered around 
the bier and gazed on the lifeless features 
marred by the leaden bullets and then the 

all-bearers bore the body down and out 
nto the hearse.

The interment was in Calvary Cemetery 
and the line of carriages following the 
hearse to the burying ground extended for 
blocks. They were over 100in number. 

At the cemetery the body was lowered into 
the grave without religious exercises despite 
every effort on the part of the family, who 
pare heart-broken at the action si4the church. 

And so Pete Morrissey was buried as he 
lived and died, without the bans of the 
church into which he was born and baptized.

On Wednesday afternoon a group 
of mourners were sitting in Morrissey’s sa- 
loon talking over the turn affairs had 
taken when some one suggested that, ac- 
cording to the laws of the Catholic Church, 
if-a person only signified a desire for a 
priest or in any way expressed repent- 
ance before dying, the church would assist 
at the funeral. 

Taking this as a cue several of the party 
went to the holdover and saw Maude Lewis. 
They persuaded her to sign a statement, 
it is understood, declaring that just after 
she shot Morrissey he cried out for a priest 
and died. 

Thursday morning this document was tak- 
en to Fr. Coyle and an effort made to have 
him rescind his orders. 

While the remains of Morrissey were 
being borne from the home during the af- 
ternoon Maude Lewis, his slayer, was be- 
ing removed from the holdover to the jail 
on a warrant charging her with murder in 
the first degree. The warrant was issued 
by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney John- 
g0n several hours beofre. The process was 
somewhat more expeditious than usual, as 
the authorities were desirous of removing 
the woman to the jail as speedily as pos 
sible, for fear she would take her own life.

REFUSAL OF THE RITES. 


Varying Opinions ‘of the Decision of 
Father Coyle as to Morrissey. 


The refusal of the rites of the dead over 
the late Senator Peter R. Morrissey by Rev. 
Fr. Coyle of the Cathedral, has provoked 
a friend of the deceased to say that the 
late Archduke Rudolph of Austria was less 
rigorously treated: The person recites that 
in 1889, the Archduke and his mistress were 


tragically slain, it being supposed that the 
Archduke killed the woman and then com- 
mitted suicide. The corpse of the Baroness 
was secretly disposed of by the Austrian 
authorities, but the body of the Archduke 
Was given a Christian burial,’the funeral 
services being participated in by the Bishop 
of Vienna and many priests. 

Rev. Fr. Coyle, when asked whether the 
cases of Senator Morrissey and Archduke 
Rudolph, in so far as they died in public 
sin were not identical, answered that he did 
not know the circumstances of Rudolph’s 
death, and hence he could not reply to the 
question. He went on to say that there 
might have been extenuating circumstances 
in the case of Rudolph which the — 
never heard of. The church, he said, has 
fixed laws according to which specific cases 
are decided and disposed of. In a secular 
court, tthe State law is applied to different 
cases and diffefent decisions given. In the 
same way, Fr. yle said, ecclesiastical law 
was applied with varying results.

JURY WAS OUT.ALL NIGHT. 


The Law Has Been a Dead Letter 
Since Its Enactment Six 


Years Ago. 


The Post-Dispatch crusade against - the 
concert hall dives resuited Thursday morn- 
ing in the Court of Criminal Correction in 
the first conviction ever secured in St. Louis 
under the Newberry law. 

By a sealed verdict returned early Thurs- 
day morning: a jury convicted Robert L.

The telegram is especially inieresting at 


this time, when Senator Peers, the conduc- 
tor of the railroad fight in the Senate, has 
attempted to create the impression that the 
railroad employes have little interest in the 
passage of a fellow-servant bill. Peers, in 


his two days’ fight for the lobby in the Sen- 
ate, made the typewritten letters that he re- 


ceived from the locomotive engincers of Mo- 
berly the basis of his assertions that the 
men in the employ of the railroads had no 
interest in the fight for fellow-servant legis- 
lation. It was the same game that Speaker 
Russell tried to play in the House when he 
brought Lou Bangert, the ’Frisco engineer, 
here to lobby in the interests of the rall- 


roads. 

The Peers bill, as it stands to-day, and as 
it will be voted upon for engrossment,. is 
practically the old bill with the exception 
of the proviso in the first section applying to 
injuries in case of strikes. The Kennish. 
amendment to the fnsurdigee feature of ths 
bill simply accomplishes this—if it had not 
been adopted the insurance feattire of 
bili would have applied to all cases of acci- 
dents, for some of which the railroads are 
now liable under the common law. Under 
the Kennish amendment the insurance feat- 
ure* lies only to accidents which are 
chahek ~ the negligence of fellow-servants, 
But this is the whole gist of the argument, 
The employes want the companies to be re- 
sponsible for damages caused by the negli- 
gence of co-employes. They are already re- 
sponsible for damages under the common 
law. Now, under the Peers pill, even wit 
the Kennish amendment, employes injur 
by the carelessness or negligence of fellow- 
employes would come under the insurance 
provision of the bill. In other words the 
very principle for which employes 
are contending is, despite the Kennish 
amendment, nullified by the urance 
clause to which the Grand Division of the 
Order of Railway Conductors in session at 
Atlanta object.

THE REAL SOUND MONEY ISSUE. 


The core of the real sound money issue 
was struck by the Executive Committee 
of the California Silver League in its 
protest against the Sibley-Warner cam- 
paign for Sibley and his new party. 

The committee was right in denounc- 
ing the attempt of the Warner crowd to 
force a caucus nominee on the silver men 
of the country and in repudiating the 
platform of the Sibley-Warner clique. 
It was right in declaring that the issue 
is not confined to the unlimited coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1, but em- 
Draces Jpposition to government partner- 
ship with banks in the control of the 
currency. 

The governing committees of the Bank 
of France and the Bank of England esti- 
mate the amount of gold coin in the world 
at $3,600,000,000. It is estimated that the 


Bleichroders of Berlin, the Rothschilds | 
of Berlin, Hamburg and Paris, the Bank | 
of England and the Bank of France and | 
the other bankers of London and New | 


York control $3,000,000,000 of this total 
of $3,600,000,000. In other words, these 
banks and bankers have a corner on the 
gold money of the world. By basing the 
issue of credit currency on gold, the sup- 


ply of which is thus controlled, the bank- | 


ers can inflate or contract the currency 
and corner the money market at will. 

The real fight is not for silver coinage | 
alone, but for hard money, with paper | 
currency representing gold and silver 
dollars and both coin and paper con- | 
trolled by the Government. There can be | 
no permanent prosperity forthe peopleapd 
no protection against the greed of money 
sharks until the system of corporation 
credit currency based upon cornered gold 
is abolisjed.

THE HANNIBAL & 8T. JOSEPH. 


The construction of the Hannibal & 
St. Joseph Railroad was involved in' 
many scandals, not the least of which 
was that the State eventually yielded | 
for a song its entire interest in the line. 
Probably no road in Missouri came nearer 
being built by State appropriation than 
did this. Hannibal & St. Joseph, and its 
estimated cost, as shown in the report of 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
for 1893, was $80,958 a mile. 

Surely that was enough for the people 
of Missouri to donate for all time to 
come, But the road has never paid its 
just proportion of taxes and has been 
steadily permitted to pay less than that 
required from owners of farm lands and 
other property. 

Last year the State Board of Equaliza- | 
tion valued the Hannibal & 8t. Joseph 
Railroad for. assessment purposes at 
$15,792 a mile, or about one-fifth of its 
actual value as reported by the com- 
pany itself to the State Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners. 

There is no apparent reason why rail- 


' foad property in Missouri should be as- 


sessed at one-fifth its actual value while 
other property is valued at one-third, 
thus allowing the railroads: to escape 
nearly one-half the burdens placed upon 
others far less able to pay. 

The Post-Dispatch does not believe that 
this sort of thing will be longer tolerated 
in Missouri. The time has,come when the 
railroads—which now dictate and control 
State legislation of all kinds, whether 
affecting them directly or not—should be 
compelled to fulfill their duties to the 
State. government equally with other 
property owners. —

In a careful review of the Armenian 
question Robert Stein, who has given the 
subject zealous study, concludes that the 
only relief for Armenia’s miseries lies in 
the appointment of a Christian Gov- 
ernor.

Mr. Stein's conclusion is indorsed by 
the European commissioners who are 
charged with the investigation of the 
Sassoun atrocities.

Cream Strawberries. 


Put a half pound of granulated sugar and 
a half cup of water over the fire to boil.

. **We will obey the decrees of the court, but 
‘will exercise every right guaranteed Ammeri- 
ean citizens for the preservation of our liber- 
ties. The principle we are fighting for, the 
right of local self-government, is as dear to 
New York _as it is to South Carolina, and 
cannot be destroyed here without ultimately 
being destroyed in the Union. 

“The attempt to nullify our laws for polit- 
ical purposes under the pretense of conflicts 
with the constitution of the United States 
arouses the — indignation of our en- 
tire people. fe confidently rely upon the 
United States Supreme Court and will abide 
by its decision. 

“We redeemed our State from negro dom- 
ination and anarchy in 1876, in spite of 
Grant’s bayonets—restoring order, peace and 

rosperity, and will preserve our civilization 
<a lawful methods if allowed; but we will 
age vate it.

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MARRIAGE A SUCCESS. 


Alleged Bigamist White Had No Diffi- 
culty in Securing Wives.

NEW YORK, May 16.—If all the charges 
made against him are true things are apt 
to go hard with William J. White, who was 
arrested ‘at Buchanan, Mich. Hié alleged 
wife, who caused his arrest, was formerly 
Mrs. Nancy E. Tomlinson, a widow of 
Ansonia, Conn., who says she was married 
to him in 1892, 


He left her at a hotel the next day and 
she has not seen him since, ri she has 
spent $5,000 to get him arrested 

Before marriage, White mana ed to pet 
from her, in presents and by nll she 
claims, $12,000. Then the widow began te 
look him up. She found him a record- 
breaker in marrying, she says, and she kept 
on. She has spent money in Scotland and 
Australia, as well as in a half dozen West- 
ern States, in her pursuit of-the man. She 
purposes to bring all the other supposed 
Mrs. Whites to Brooklyn, paying their ex- 
penses from Glasgow and Chicago and Ohio 
and from the ends of the earth, if need be, 

White’s career in this country began ih 
1884, when he went to Brooklyn from Glas- 
gow, Scotland, and began selling furnace 
governors. 

He was married in County Cavan, Ireland, 
fourteen years ago, it is asserted, and has 
a son 12 years old. His wife returned to her 
father’s home in Ireland,: it is claimed; 
where she now is, 

White went to Michigan in 1888 and sold 
gas registers. In Chicago he met Ida Parker 


and married her, it is charged. She says he } 


took $6,000 she had in bank. 

He deserted her after a few days and in 
a small Ohio. town met Rose Ringoles, 
daughter of a physician. The date for the 
wedding was set, according to the story, 
and then White announced that it must be 
postponed. He said he had lost his money 
by the failure of an Eastern bank. Dr. 
Ringoles mortgaged his house and gave his 
daughter $700, which White took, it ia, 
claimed, on the day of the wedding. Then he 
fled. 

White took an ocean voyage, and when 
he returned from Scotland it is asserted 
that Agnes i saeatg A Malcolm came with 
him as his bride and that they lived in fur- 
nished rooms ‘on Union street and on War- 
field street, Brooklyn. 

White had three furnishéd rooms in differ- 
ent parts of the city at one time, and kept 
a trunk in eaéh. One of these trunks was 
afterwards taken to Ansonia, and was 
opened by Widow Tomlinson. It was filled 
with paving stemes and bricks, wfapped in 
newspapers to keep them from ‘rattling sus- 
piciously. 

On a business eo in 1892 he met Mrs. 
Tomlingon at Ansonia, courted _— married 
her, she says. Before marriage he got $2,- 
500 from her to start a mt, at Ypsilanti, 
Mich. Later, it is claim White trans- 
ferred his interest in the s hotel to Agnes 
Armstrong Malcolm, who turned it over to 
Frank McCaffrey, an old partner of White, 
and she and White went to Australia. A de- 
coy letter brought him from Australia to 
Michigan and he ~~ caught, 

Altogether, it is ted, he got $12,600 from 
Mrs. Tomlinson, but she ‘is perfectly willing 
to lose that, and all the money she has 
spent in tracing him, if she can only land 
him in Sing Sing.

“GUS MEBKS' LETTER. 


. Taylor, of Cattle Stealing, 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. . 

LINNEUS, Mo., May 16.—A gentleman of 
this city has a letter written by Gus Meeks, 
who, with his wife and children, was mur- 
dered on May Il, 1894, near Browning. It 
may help clear Bill Taylor of the cattle- 
stealing case if he ever gets out of his pres- 
ent predicament. The letter is as follows: 

“Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 4, 1894. 

“Dear Sir—I will answer your letter now 
as to what you hear about that Milan outfit. 
It is time. They promised to get me out of 
here in three months if I would plead guilty 
of that cattle-stealing and then .tell that 
Bill Taylor was into it; and I told them 
that I would do it. Three months ain’t 
much, so I came on down here. I am goin 
to work them Smart Alecks at Milan an 
give them away. Bill Taylor had nothing 
whatever to do with that cattle-stealing. 
Me and Abner Page done that stealing, and 
Bill Taylor knew nothing about it. The 
‘pen’ is a hard place. I will not swear an 
innocent manintoit. Bill has always treat- 
ed me right, and I won't help that outfit 
down him. I think any man would promise 
mao hag oat 4 to get out of this place. Oo, my 
wife has the Myers check. got it out of 
the office myself. They are mistaken when 
they lay that onto Bill Taylor. He don’t 
know anything about it. I can’t never use 
that check. They are onto me. They have 
my letters. Yours truly, US MEEKS.”’ 

The Myers check referred to is the one for 

that had been forged, and, since Tay- 
or’s arrest, was found in his safe. The 
above letter was written le Meeks. was 
in the penitentiary for cattle-stealing 
that he refers to. The possessor of the letter 
did not state to whom the letter was ad- 
dressed. ‘The style shows that Meeks was 
answering some questions, and that he was 
evidently going to ‘‘do’’ somebody, from the 
war that he writes. Some of Meeks’ letters 
will probably be introduced at Taylor’s trial, 
in July, at Carrollton.

A BIG SWINDLE IN 
TEXAS. LAND. 


Six Known Victims Whose Aggre- 
gate Losses Foot Up $50,000. 


MYTHICAL PROPERTY SOLD. 


Believed That People All Over the 
Country. Have Been Taken 
in by Sharpers. 


CHICAGO, Ill, May 16.—The arrest of 
Walter Marshall Cowell of Kenosha in-the 
Texas land swindling cage was the result of 
an investigation begun by Governor Culber- 
son of Texas, his Land Commissioner, An- 
drew J. Baker, and Gov. Altgeld of Illinois. 
So far as known to the authorities here there 
are now six victims of the swindle, whose 
aggregate losses are nearly $50,000. From re- 
ports received from the Texas Land Com- 
missioner it is believed that these are but 
the beginning of the losses, as he has it 
that there have been individual cases where 
sums as high as $40,000 have been involved. 

About the middle of April William Briggs 
of 6019 Green street, Chicago, was in the 
Washingtofii street real estate office of 
Jackson Taylor. They were discussing a 
real estate deal whereby Mr. Briggs had 
traded property in Chicago for land in Tex- 
as. Mr. Taylor said that his client had 
more of the land and desired to obtain more 
Chicago property. The next day Mr. Briggs 
introduced Col. Stough of W#O08 Halstead 


street. As a result of the introduction 
Col. Stougn traded property at 6011 Morgan 
street and at 6831 Elizabeth street for Texas 
land. The amount involved was $18,000. Mr. 
Briggs received an abstract and a warranty 
deed. The name in the deed was “Thomas 
M. Bell’’ of Denver, Colo. The papers were 
certified to by Attorney Cowell of Kenosha, 
who claimed to have power of attorney from 
Bell, and Cowell's seal as a notary public 
was affixed.

Altgeld, and the latter, after personal 
investigation, forwarded it, with a number 
of the names of purchasers, to Chief of Po- 
lice Badenoch of Chicago. All the papers 
were given to Detectives Elliott and Alexan- 
der to make a thorough investigation. 

THE ARREST. 


Meanwhile, Stough had seen Mr. 
Briggs, who had introduced him to Jackson 
Taylor, through whom the transfer was 
made of his property. Briggs had made a 
second deal, and acquired, as he thought, 
more Texas property. ‘“‘Have you looked up 
the title?’ asked Stough. Briggs replied 
that he had not. Mr. Briggs then discov- 
ered that he had been bitten twice and that 
he was out on property in Chicago, Kansas 
City and La Grange, Wyo., $15,000. Jackson 
Taylor was found and he paved the way for 
the arrest of Cowell, who the police claim 
is the mythical Thomas M. Bell of Denver. 

An inquiry for further Chicago victims, 
who, it is believed, exist in hundreds, will 
be prosecuted. until the time for Cowell's 
second arraignment. 

“Topeka, Kas.,’’ said Detective Alexander, 
‘‘will furnish a $15,000 customer, and a man in 
West Washington street, Chicago, will swell 
the aggregatg at least $10,000 more.’”’ 

It is believéd Cowell had to do with but a 
small portion of the deals. The police as- 
sert that the big operators live and main- 
tain richly furnished offices in Chicago and, 
while the Cowell continuance is pending, an 
effort will be made to locate them. 

“Jackson Taylor is entirely innocent of any 
violation of the law for the part he had in 
the transaction by which, Stough and Briggs 
made the trade,’ said Detective Alexander. 
‘“‘He was taken in by Cowell with his refer- 
ences and official documents, the same as 
were Stough and Briggs and several attor- 
neys to whom I submitted the abstracts and 
deeds of title furnished by Cowell. As soon 
as he learned that a fraud had been com- 
mitted Taylor was foremost in assisting us 
to discover the man for whom we were 
searching.”’

FOUND IT SOLVENT.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 16—The Re- 
publican members of the House met in cau- 
cus yesterday afternoon and agreed to ad- 
journ sine die on Friday, June 14. The coun- 


try members who have favorite measures 
pending voted down propositions to fix an 
earlier date. 

The sub-committee of the House Com- 
mittee on Building and Loan Associations 
reported that an investigation of the Inter- 
state Building and Loan Association of 
Bloomington revealed nothing reflecting on 
the integrity of the officers and the asso- 
Clation was found to be solvent. 

Vice-President Adiai E. Stevenson is Pres- 
ident of the Association, and some time ago 
Representative Lowenthal introduced a res- 
Olution alleging that Mr. Stevenson drew a 
salary of ‘a month for services not per- 
formed, and'in violation of the law. 

The House passed the two Senate bills 
creating the Northern Illinois State Normal 
School and the Eastern Illinois State ‘Nor- 
mal School. There was a strong fight against 
these measures, the proprietors of a private 
institution in in the north end of the State; 
who feared the competition of a State in- 
sitution, maintaining a lobby here to de- 
feat the measure. Fifty thousand dollars is 
appropriated for each institution. The 
Northern Normal is todo be located north of 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Rail- 
road, as nearly in the center of that terri- 
tory as possible. This probably means that 
the city of DeKalb will get the school. The 
Eastern Normal is to be located in the ter- 
rito north of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern Railroad, south of the Wa- 
bash Railroad and east of the main line of 
the Illinois Central and the counties through 
which these roads run. For this institution 
the cities of Paris, Mattoon, Effingham, 
Danville and Tuscola are competing. The 
bill was originally framed in favor of Mat- 
toon, but it was amended so as to eliminate 
this advantage, and that place will now 
have to take its chances with the other 
places. The institutions are to be located by 
trustees selected by the Governor.
